In  color  and  size  of  blossom  they 
herald  a  new  era  in  larkspurs.  They  are 
assuredly  worth  the  price  asked. 

Our  jaunty  long-spurred  aquilegias  have 
justly  earned  their  reputation.  We  think 
our  offerings  in  this  item  almost  unique. 

To  meet  a  call  for  interesting  edging 
plants  we  have  grown  some  fascinating 
campanulas,  turbinata  and  carpatica; 
lovely  violas  in  great  variety;  veronica 
teucrium,  and  of  course,  nepeta  Mussini. 

W’e  have  earnestly  endeavored  to  have 
the  brief  descriptions  in  this  catalog 
accurate  and  helpful.
